Folsom didn’t give a yes or no

Wright commented that 
“Elba has the reputation of 
having one of the best police 
forces inthis area.” Folsom 
said, “Yes, but others do 
also.” Wright countered with 
a strong,- “No, I could name 
you some that, for all practical 
purposes, they don’t have a 
police department. They (the 
Elba policemen) must be mighty 
devoted officers.”

Give Refunds Immediately 


Alabama Public Service 
Commissioner Juanita 
McDaniel announced recently 
that there will be substantial 
refunds for customers of Gen- 
eral Telephone Company, and 
a reduction in future rates for 
the customers. The amount of 
refund will vary among the 
customers, depending on the 
length and type of service. Mrs. 
McDaniel stated that refunds 
for one-party residential sub- 
scribers that have received 
service since 1974 would range 
from $27.84 to $29.40, with a 


65¢ per month. 

Elba and Kinston users will 
receive a $27.84 refund and 
New Brocktoh will get $29.40, 
while Enterprise users qualify 
for $27.90. 

Mrs. McDanjel emphasized 
that she is the only Commiss- 
ioner remaining who partici- 
pated in the present case in- 
volving the refunds from its 
beginning in 1974. She voted 
at that time to deny any rate 
increase but higher rates were

MAN AT WORK RELEASE CENTER RELATES THOUGHTS AND IDEAS 


Steve Paramore was released last Friday from the Elba 
Work Release Center. He had served here under the old Camp 
Ela, with the guards and the locked doors. He served success- 
fully under tile new work system and has now returned to the 
community with his family and friends. The following are in 
his own words and are an attempt to convey to the people of 
Elbadiis feelings. 


This article is 'to let the people of Elba know a resident’s 
outiook on the changes made at what used to be “Camp Elba” and 
what is now “Elba Work Release.” 


On June 8, 1976 - time 7:30: men were lined up at the: 
back gate of Camp Elba for another workday. But this day was 
a little different from others. Why? Because this was the last 
day under the gun-and,club: It was also the last day of working 
for 25¢ a week and being locked down.

Jeune 9, 1976 - time 7:30: The men of what used to be called 
Camp Elbe were assembled to meet the new director of what is

Hfe for the men at Elba Work Release. When I say new way of 


life, I mean several things. First off, the iron doors and locks 
were taken off and the back gate was swung wide open. That alone 
was enough to stir thoughts in the minds of the men. Then the 
cleaning started. It was hard work in getting the place clean, but 
it was for the good of everybody. Everybody pitched in and after 
awhile the camp was clean enough to paint. The paint was broke 
out and the brushes were passed around, But man does not live 
with work alone and our Director, Mr. George Bowen, knew 
this. He arranged some amusement, pool tables were sent down 
and a welfare fund was drawn up: The welfare fund received the 
money made off the pool tables and this money is used to buy 
something for the good of the men. 


June 13, 1976 - time 7:30: The residents of Elba Work 
Release Center were placed on jobs making minimum wage. This 
enabled the residents and myself a chance to earn money and 
save a little for when our sentence expired. It also gave us a feel- 
ing of pride to know that we had earned something for ourselves

for a change. It enabled men with families on the outside to help 
them.

October 23, 1976: A lot of time had passed and things were 
falling into place. The residents had constructed a bar-be-que 
pit and the welfare fund bought chickens fora bar-be-que dinner. 
This bar-be-que was probably the first some of the men had 
seen in years, but the good thing about it was that men could 
take a look back to see how far they had come. All the work had 
payed off. We were finally beginning to see success. But we 
wouldn’t have had all this success if it hadn't been for Mr. 
Bowen and his staff pushing us; Sometimes it takes a little push- 
ing to make things work. 


....1 escaped the next day 


October 28, 1976 - time 5:30: My name is Steve Paramore. 
For the last hour I have been trying to recollect and put my 
thoughts on paper so you, the people of E)ba, would maybe have

a better understanding of what goes on at Elba Work Release. 
Looking back through the last three years that I’ve been in- 
carcerated a lot of things have happened. I’ve seen a lot things I 
didn’t know existed, Matter of fact, the last article I wrote for 
a newspaper, I escaped the next day. I can still remember the 
cold night air andthe dogs on my trail. 1 managed to get away just 
to later turn myself in and now here I am three years later 
writing another article, but this time I am not escaping, I am 
being released for my good behavior or the good time law. I 
wouldn't be leaving tomorrow if I hadn’t changed my ways. Be- 
cause it goes like this at the center. If you mess up-its a transfer 
and there has been a few here. Matter of fact, we hada guy get 
transferred today for refusing to work, This Center is what you 
make it. If you act right which isn’t hard to do, you ean make it. 
But it all boils down into caring. If! didn’t care 1 would mess up; 
but what makes me care is that I know there are people that care 
and that is something I didn’t know before. I would like to thank 
the people in Elba for all the donations they have given to the 
Center.

As of March ] the average 
land value in Alabama was $425 
per acre. Some of the top farm 
land is selling for over $1,000 
per acre.

FISH BAIT 

Quite frequently I get calls 
on growing fish bait. Many folks 
like to grow their own bait be- 
cause they do not have a ready 
source when they get ready to 
go fishing.

FERTILITY NEEDS 

Even though there is con- 
siderable uncertainty about 
next year’s peanut program, 
a lot of Coffee County Farm- 
ers are already making plans 
for next year’s crop 

Probably the single most 
important production practice 
is having adequate lime in the 
soil. The peanut plant is unique 
in that it requires large am- 
ounts of calcium. However, ca!- 
cium which is found in lime is 
not easily transferred fromthe 
‘roots to the nuts. Therefore, it 
is very important to have ade- 
quate calcium in the growing 
layer for peanuts

THE **LID BILL’ QUESTION 


A bill considered during 
the last legislative session, but 
which failed to reach a final 
vote, would place a limit or 
‘lid’ on property taxes im- 
posed on homes, businesses, 
and farms in Alabama. If 
passed when the legislature 
returns to Montgomery in 
February, the bill would allow 
a statewide vote on the “‘lid’’. 

A federal court order now 
requires the reappraisal and 

"equalization of property values 

for tax purposes in each 
county. Unless a lid bill is 
passed the drastically in- 
creased values through the 
reappraisal will produce wind- 
fall tax gains to government. 

In basic terms, the lid bill 
will keep a county's total 
property tax revenues from 
increasing more than 20% 
over the previous year. In 
order to avoid exceeding a 
20% increase after the reap- 
praisal, some counties would 
have to adjust their total 
millage rate and this could 
reasonably result in some 
reduction in taxes for all 
property owners 

The 1977 Legislature 
should seriously consider the 
passage of the Lid Bill. The 
opportunity would then be 
given, as it should, to the 
voters statewide to approve or 
disapprove this measvre. I 
hope that many of you 
throughout the state will share 
with me in the months ahead 
your feelings on this bill

Witnesses 
Banned In 


Argentina 


Freedom of worhip has been 
denied the Christian society of 
Jehovah's Witnesses and their 
604 congregations throughout 
Argentina, by Decree Number 
1867 signed by Jorge Rafael 
Videla, President’ of Argen- 
tina, under date of August 31, 
1976. According to Kenneth W. 
Lassiter, presiding overseer 
of the New Brockton congrega- 
tion, the branch offices of the 
society and all meeting places 
have been closed. Publishing 
and distributing Bibles and 
Bible literature is forbidden. 

Lassiter said a communica- 
tion received from world head- 
quarters of Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses in Brooklyn, New York, 
was considered by the Congre- 
gation. “We were shocked and 
surprised at this move by the 
Argentine government,” Lass- 
iter said. 

Lassiter reported, “In order- 
ing ‘the activity of religious 
association ... prohibited inthe 
whole territory of the nation,’ 
the decree, issued by President

the religious ideas should not 
imply the violation of laws or 
an attempt against public order, 
national security, morale or 
good customs.’ 

“According to a bill passed 
by the Argentine Congress in 
1949,” “all religious 
groups except the Catholic 
Church were required to regis- 
ter with the Departments of 
Cults of the Ministry of For- 
eign Relations. Registry of Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses was denied 
and in August 1950 our work was 
officially proscribed.” 

“For five years following this 
proscription, close surveil- 
lance of Jehovah’s Witnesses 
was maintained but, with the fall 
of the Peron government in 

1955, pressure began to ease 
somewhat and the following 
year a national public assembly 
was held attended by over 5,000 
persons. 

“In 1957, however, another 
national assembly was inter- 
rupted by the police who in- 
voked the Public Meeting Edict 
of the Chief of Police. This 
abridgement of the freedom 
of worship and of meeting gur- 
anteed by the Constitution was 
challenged. by Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses, and on March 14, 1958, 
the sentence of the Chief of 
Police was revoked and eight 
articles of the Public Meeting 
Edict were declared illegal and 
unconstitutional.” 

Following another change in 
government in 1958, Lassiter 
said, a number of appeals were 
made to various government of- 
ficials and agencies to have the 
ban against the Christian acti- 
vity of Jehovah’s Witnesses 
lifted, but despite favorable 
responses from several offi- 
cials, the government re- 
sponded negatively in 1959. 

Despite the de jure proscrip- 
tion of the work, however, de 
facto acceptance continued, two 
public assemblies being held 
that same year. In the years 
that followed, a new building 
housing branch offices and a 
printing plant of the society 
of Jehovah’s Witnesses was 
built and later enlarged, and 
many new meeting places of. 
Kingdom Halls were construct- 
ed. During the last twenty-five 
years, the preaching work of 
Jehovah’s Witnesses was well 
received by people all over 
Argentina, the active number of 
Witnesses growing from 1,416 
in 1950 to 31,140 in 1975. 

“With this background of 
favorable activity and the re- 
sponse our work has received 
among the people of Argentina,” 
Lassiter said concerning Pres- 
ident Videla’s decree of August 
31, 1976, “we find it difficult 
to understand why this action 
should be taken after twenty- 
six years, when obviously no 
attempt has been made by these 
Christians ‘against public or- 
der, national security, morale 
or good customs,’ as stated by 
President Videla in his decree. 
Obviously the position of Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses is misun- 
derstood. It is our hope that 
liberty will soon be restored 
to Jehovah’s Witnesses in Ar- 
gentina.”

Permissive Parents 

With her marriage in trouble, 
Martha decided that the real vil- 
lains were the “permissive par- 
ents” who lived across the street. 
In a court suit she told the judge: 

“Their daughter has been chas- 
ing my husband shamelessly. It 
is up to them to make her be- 
have.” 


But when it turned out s. 
daughter was already 20 yeu. 
old, the judge dismissed the case. 

“To expect parents to vacuum. 
‘pack a mature daughter,” said the 
judge, “is to expect the impossi- 
ble.” 

Of course, the law does not ex- 
pect parents to do the impossible 
in controlling the conduct of their 
children, On the other hand, the 
law does insist that they impose 
a reasonable amount of restraint. 

Another case involved a 16- 
year-old boy with a habit of beat- 
ing up younger children on the 
block. His parents not only failed 
to criticize their son but even de- 
fended him against complaints by 
the neighbors. 

Finally sued by one of his 
youthful victims, the parents were 
ordered to pay damages. The court 
said they could and should have 
tried to curb behavior that was so 
plainly antisocial, 

Even childish exuberance, if 
given free rein, may lead to pa- 
rental liability, 

Suppose a youngster gves racing 
around a department stoi while 
his mother unconcernedly does 
her shopping. If the child knocks 
somebody down the mother may 
well be held liable on grounds of 
negligence. 

She cannot take a hands-off at- 
titude, said one court in consider- 
ing this kind of a situation, when 
she “observes the dangerous be- 
havior and has an opportunity to 
exercise control.”

The Elba City Council met 
Thursday night in a meeting 
postponed from November 2nd 
to allow all interested to watch 
the election returns.

Voter r@identification began with a large number of 
" voters coraplying with the requirements last Tuesday. 

Probate Judge James L, Sawyer said, however, 
there has heen some confusion over how to reidentif y, 
especially When it is not done at the polls. 

A number of voters took their reidentification 
questionaires heme, filled them out and mailed them 
back to the probate office without having them signed 
by witnesses, These have had to be rejected, 

Sawyer said part of the problem could have been 
from his not making the requirements clear enough in 
advance. He has again outlined the four ways to 


to the probate office in either Elba or Enterprise, 
Remember that when filling out a questionaire at home 
or away from the polls, probate office or board of 
registrars, two other voters must witness the signing 
or the questionaire is not accepted as a reiden- 


tification, 


The third means has the voter reidentifying by ap- 
pearing before the board of registrars, the probate 
judge or one of his clerks, and filling out the necessary 
questionaire, In this case, the official acknowledges 
the signature and reidentification, 


The final way is for those whose names have been 
removed from the voting lists and have not reiden- 
tified. These voters can appear in person before the 
board of registrars, reidentify at that time and 
receive a certificate to deliver to the election officials 


at the polls, 


Sawyer said he is now attempting to sontact those 
who have not properly refdentified so they can do go, 
Hevurged everyone to reidentify in the most convenient 
thanner and to do so as soon as possible,
